COMMISSION PROGRAM. 


At 9:30 this morning the Hawaiian 


Commission will meet at the home of 
Justice Frear, in Punahou. President 
Dole and Justice Frear will there quali- 
fy as members by taking an oath. The 
oaths of office of Senators Cullom and 
Morgan and Representative Hitt are 
already on file at Washington. The 
residence of Justice Frear is visited 
because that gentleman Is ill. So soon 
as all members are regularly listed 
the Commission will proceed to elect 
a secretary, a stenographer and a ser- 
geant-at-arms. 
Senator 
Cullom 
is 


chairman. The men for the clerical po- 
sitions and the sergeant-at-arms have 
been brought from Washington. 


Senator Cullom and Congressman 


Hitt are at the Hawaiian hotel. Sena- 
tor Morgan is the guest of S. M. Ballon 
at Overseas. 


So soon as the fonnalties at the resi- 


dence of Justice Frear are finished the 
four other members of .the Commission 
•will adjourn to the Hall of the House, 
the old Throne Room, in the Executive 
Building and there nold the opening 
business session. There are no plans 
for conference further than this. 


Next week the Commission will visit 


Hawaii. They ••will be on the big Isl- 
and six or seven days. The Commis- 
sion will later make trips to Maui and 
Kauai and may also see Molokai. 


THE CHAIRMAN. 


One has to but catch a glimpse Of 


Senator Cullom to understand why he 
ftgg the reputation of being one of 
the most active members of the upper 
bouse of the Congress of -the Unitea 
States. He is a middle-aged man of 
almost youthful presence or -manner, Is 
decidedly pleasant is frank and quick, 
rather-ta; ewresaldn^aHa^aiipeafr 'fo 
be always on the alert, to be "up to 
his work." The Senator spoke freely 
upon almost all subjects introduced. 


Senator Cullom said that the ses- 


sions of the Commission -would be 
private excepting when there were 
hearings. When individuals or dele- 
gations wish to present views or open 
up discussions, either in person, by 
spokesman or by attorney, the hall 
will be open to all. The Senator gave 
the impression on inference that hear- 
ings -would be granted to all having 
any reasonable claims. 


The work of the Commission will 


not be of a secret nature, but it is 
felt the business can be transacted 
more expeditiously and better in every 
way by having closed doors. Many 
views that will be tentative will be ex- 
pressed and there may be sudden 
changes at times. The body is a small 
one, there will be no speechmaking. 
The members will simply sit about a 
table and proceed with their task in 
more of a conversational than any 
other manner.

It is likely, according to Senator Cul- 


lom, that there will be prepared by the 
Commission one organic act corres- 
ponding to the constitution of a state, 
describing the territory, the manner, 
method and limitations of legislation. 
This organic act will be supplemented 
by many congressional laws, bearing 
upon customs, land, taxation, the Judi- 
ciary, etc. It js by no means con- 
templated that there shall be any radi- 
cal chances in the system here. 


THE CONGRESSMAN. 


Mr. Hitt, member of the House of 


Representatives at Washlnngton, is a 
man who for years has made a special 
study of the relations of the United 
States with other countries and who 
has always been known to hold and 
use positive views on foreign policy. 
He has long been an ardent annex- 
atoinist and Is greatly pleased that 
the American flag is now floating over 
the Islands. Mr. Hitt has been a hard 
worker at Washington as Chairman of 
the House Committee on Foreign Af- 
faire and was regarded by President 
McKinley as having peculiar qualifica- 
tions for service on the Hawaiian Com- 
mission. The Congressman has been 
in public lit* many years. Is a typical 
American of what might be called the 
legislative class. He has been called a 
"Rood mixer" and is one of the most 
approachable of men. He has almost 
white hair, but a springy step and a 
bright eye and of course a strong in- 
tellect at its best He is ft -close ob- 
server, and IB credited with being a 
clsar. rapid and impartial reasoner. 
Mr. Hftt I* a man practical in hla 
idea* of legislation and 
and will most likely be in favor of r»- 
commendinR for Hawaii sneh a rule a* 
she condition*, review of the pafit and 
pwtimate of the future surest as best 
for all the people and for the interests 
of the I'nited State*.

cordial welcome to the new ones call- 
ing to converse with him or to pay 
respects to the distinguished American. 
Mr. Morgan is one of the best known 
members of the Senate in the mainland 
as he la the best known here. He is 
intensely in earnest in all that con- 
cerns Hawaii. He said yesterday that 
his views on the Islands and what 
should be done for the future were or 
ought to be familiar to all who have 
had an interest He believes there is a 
place here for a model Government, 
but would not be In favor of such 
changes as would unbalance affairs or 
create confusion or disturbance of busi- 
ness, social, political, educational sys- 
tems. The Senator made a study of 
Hawaii when here before and intends 
to pursue the subject with all the ardor 
that has marked his handling of is- 
sues during his long career as a Sena- 
tor. 


THE PRESIDENT. 


The three commissioners from the 


States met President Dole and his 
Cabinet at the Executive Building by 
appointment yesterday afternoon 
The 


compliments of the President and his 
colleagues had been sent to the Sena- 
tors and the Representative earlier in 
the day. The Informal conference in 
the President's room was a pleasant 
affair. At its conclusion, with results 
reached as given above, the visitors 
•were shown through the building and 
•when the Treasury tras reached Mr. 
Hitt asked about the liabilities. Presi- 
dent Dole, when the three commis- 
sioners has gone said, with Minister* 
Cooper, Damon, King and Smith that 
it was a privilege Jo nave here such 
representative members of Coajzress as 
President Mc.Kinley had selected for 
the work here. The.re had been no 
difficulty at all in arranging for a day 
ahead and Mr. Dole said that at the 
session today it was likely there 
be outlined a plan for a f-onsl 
time.. For himself, and he tx»)teve:l be 
con Id m.y the name for Justice Frear, 
the Hawaiian members would agree ut 
once to arrangements that would bwt 
cult th« Tin ton. President Dole ha* 


said that he believed the best for.the 
future here would be to make such 
changes as were necessary to be made 
in a way that would not be sudden or 
disconcerting. There are in the c.n "net 
of this Government many advanced 
and admirable features that have been 
developed slowly. It is supposed that 
upon President Dole will fall the bur- 
den of supplying the material for the 
land legislation, as he is quite familiar 
with that subject 


The sole purpose of the commission 


at present is to gather data upon which 
to base recommendations to Congress 
for such legislation as will bring the 
Republic of Hawaii within the Ameri- 
can political system. The Comm ssion 
is unhampered by instructions. It has 
a free hand and the men eeem to be 
of the caliber to attend to the grave 
matter entrusted to them.

With Troops for Merritt. 


When the Mariposa left San Fran- 


cisco it was expected that the Arizona 
would sail in two days time with 1,600 
more men for Manila. This was in re- 
sponse to an order received from the 
War Department to dispatch at once all 
troops available. The Scandia was 
slated to sail on Aug. 18. 
. On the Arizona will probably be re- 
cruits for various organizations now in 
the field, regulars of the Eighteenth 
and Twenty-third United States In- 
fantry and a large number of the hos- 
pital corps, who will take with them 
extensive supplies for an establishment 
In Manila, The Red Cross Society will 
send besides quantities of delicacies 
and luxuries for the sick.

California with recruits and others to

It Is said 


the Government will buy no more 
ships. The Sydney and Australia are 
due in San Francisco on August 15th 
and 17th, and the City of Peking on 
the 23rd. They will be loaded with 
troops and stores, and, nee-ding no fit- 
ting, will be In port only a few davs 
before they rtart again to Manila.

Report to the Kohala Company. 


Boats Made-One Named Hawaii. 


Young Men In Good Health, 


Tagish House, May 10th, 1898. 


Mr. Lindsay, Secretary Kohala Klon- 


dike Company. 
Dear Friend:—I intended writing you 


from Victoria before leaving, but owing 
to the hurry of our departure, it was 
forgotten. In Skaguay, too, we were in 
such haste to get away that I neglect- 
ed it again. Since leaving Skaguay of 
course the confusion of camp life on 
the trail is ample excuse for my ne- 
glect. However, I will now try to make 
amends for not writing before by writ- 
ing a long letter now. 


We left Victoria on the »th of March, 


on the Danube, which is supposed to 
be one of the best steamers running 
out of Victoria on this route. There 
were about 200 passengers aboard and 
they were all crowded together like 
hogs. There were about four times as 
many cabin passengers as there was 
table accommodation for, so each meal 
there was a grand rush and scramble 
for places, equaling any foot ball game 
ever played. The food, too, was poor 
and yet the company charge $50 a tick- 
et We were a little over five days 
coming up and except for the accom- 
modations enjoyed the trip very much, 
as the weather was mild, sea smooth, 
and scenery very fine. 


We did not stay but .two days in 


Skaguay, leaving as soon as we could 
pass our papers through the custom 
house. There was no enow in Skag- 
uay nor for about twelve miles on the 
trail above, so we decided that it would 
be best to hire our goods packed to the 
summit, as we had to pay a convoy $6 
per day to go with us, and packers 
could make the trip in one day. 


We left Skaguay on the 17th of 


March with our outfits packed 
on 


mules, and arrived at the summit at 2 
o'clock the same day. There was no 
wood at the summit nor for eight miles 
beyond, so we. returned about two 
miles on the back trail and camped 
for the night. The next day we pushed 
on eight miles this side of the summit, 
where we made our first cache. 


Well I shall not attempt to describe 


in detail the incidents of our trip thus 
far, as it would fill a book, but merely 
state that it has not been entirely one 
of pleasure. We have worked like 
horses with only two days off, when we 
were kept in by a blizzard. 


We have dragged1 loads that would 


stagger a horse, moving on one occa- 
sion 1,120 pounds a distance of twelve 
miles, after having walked that dis- 
tance with an empty sled. At another 
time we carried 1,600 pounds a distance 
of ten miles and walked back. We are 
now camped three miles above the 
river, which flows out of Tag^sh lake. 
We have completed our boats and ex- 
pect to pull up stakes in the morning 
and start down the lake and river. 


We built our boats eight miles above 


this point and dragged them down over 
the ice to this point, where we caulked 
and pitched them. One of our boats is 
seventeen feet long and 
three feet 


beam, the other is twenty-five feet long 
with seven feet beam. 


We might as well have left .Skaguay 


in January, as the trail was better than 
when we came over it and the hardship 
would not have been any greater. At 
that time of the year one would fear 
nothing except the cold, while later the 
weather Is more changeable, a blizzard 
one day and sunshine another, making 
It much more trying than steady cold. 
Then, too. there are snow slides at 
this time of the year. I suppose you 
have heard of the Dyea disaster before 
now. 
The last accounts we have re- 


ceived were that ninety-seven bodies 
had been taken out already and there 
is no knowing how many more there 
are under the snow yet 
We are now 


out of reach of all disasters of such 
nature and have nothing to fear but 
the rapids. Our boat is strong and al- 
though ahe may not be eo yachtlike aa 
some, she Is very seaworthy and we 
hare every confidence In our ability to 
handle her. We wifl pow a cop of 
coffee over her bow and name her the 
Hawaii, and though her christening 
may not be accompanied with all the 
usual fetes, we hope she will bear us 
Ra.fely down the river to the fortune 
that awaits us on the Klondike, 


So far we have Fpent a K**s]e more

FROM TIME OF KAMEHAMEHA I 


Mystery- Concerning Design—Mentions of First 


Use—The Apt Suggestion of a 


Russian. 


(Thrum's Annual, 18SO.) 


"We exceedingly regret to report an un- 


successful search for the history of tne 
present flag of these Islands, the time of 
its adoption and the parties interested in 
its formation; but after diligent Inquiries 
and research through volumes of voy- 
ages, histories, periodicals and manu- 
script journals during the past three 
years, we have to acknowledge the main 
fact lost 
in 
oblivion, while reference 


thereto in various voyages and histories 
are confusing and contradictory. 


There is a general idea and belief 


among many of our old Residents that the 
present Hawaiian flag was made by the 
late Capt. Alex. Adams before his voyage 
to China in the brig Kaahumanu, In 1817 
and was by him first flown not only in 
the Chinese waters, but on the coast of 
California. Others again have the im- 
pression that a flag was brought from 
China by him; but we can gather no In- 
formation corroborative as to who was 
authorized in Chinese waters to design 
a flag for this, even small kingdom, 
though the description given, viz: A St. 
George and St. Andrew's cross in the cor- 
'ner filled in with blue, with a tield con- 
sisting of red and white stripes, shows 
almost virtually the East India flag. Re- 
ferring to Capt. Adams' journal, we find 
the following mention only, that touches 
upon the points in question: "April 3S16 
the King of these Islands, having a 
strong passion to purchase the brig (For- 
rester of London) and expressing the 
same, Capt. Ebbetts and myself were ac- 
cordingly deputed to treat with him, but 
he would not purchase her without 1 
•would enter his service as her command- 
er. I resulting!}' acquiesced, the brig be- 
ing given up to him at Kealakekua, and 
called by him Kaahumanu 
I was 


accordingly honored on taking command 
with the flag of his Majesty and a salute 
of eleven guns." 


This certainly refutes the general be- 


lief that the flag was made by Capt. 
Adams, as his own narrative shows a flag 
to have been here before him; but whetn- 
er the present one or some other, we can- 
not gather, for it U evident tnat there 
has been more than cr_.?. In another por- 
tion of his journal is an allusion to a 
flag—but also without description—that 
has no doubt given rise to the Idea of his 
making the flag; where, at 
waimea., 
Kauai, at which port he had touched 
from Honolulu for supplies, pn route for 
China, he notes: "March 12, 1X17 
Gave 
the King our ensign to hoist in lieu of 
the Russian, who said It was on account 
of his having no other." 
It Is to be borne in mind that the allu- 
sion here is to the King of Kaual, and 
not Kamehameha, as Kaual was under its 
own King till 1S21, and his-possession of 
a Russian flag while the principal town 
was occupied liy a Russian ctfiony, was 
not strange. 
Finding these theories of Capt. Adams' 
authorship exploded by his own writings, 
search was made In other directions, with 
the following result: Vancouver in his 
last visit. 17K3, when he assured Kame- 
hameha of Kngland's friendship and pro- 
tection, gave him an English flag, which 
we find by Archibald Campbell, In his 
"voyage 'round the world, 1S06-1S12," ar- 
riving at these Islands December 1WS, 
that the English colors were used, for he 
says: "The King's residence, built close 
upon the shore and surrounded by a pal- 
isade upon the land sldr. was 
distin- 
guished by the British f-olors." 
Jarves statr-s (p. W. describing tho per-j 


lod of about 1MB. ppeaks of the flag as 
somewhat similar to the present, viz.:. 
"Knclish union with sfven alternated red. 
whltr and blue stripes." This, however, 
is not rorroborated by I.onl Byron In his 
royac" of the Blonde In 1*25, In -which he 
describes she flae as follows: "On all days 
of ceremony the Sandwich flag Is-holstea 
on the forts! it ha? s^-V' i white and reo 
stripes, with Uie T'r.ion J.i; k In .the cor- 
ner."

C. rotter, of President Dole's 
staff. The law was passed Quite recently. 


The Advertiser has been able to get 
quite definite account of the change by 
Kamehameha from the British to the Ha- 
waiian flag. The departure was suggest- 
ed by a Russian and this was during the 
war of 1812 between the United States and 
Great Britain. The Russian pointed out 
to the Monarch that display of the Brit- 
ish flag here would Indicate sympathy or 
alliance with that nation In the war then 
being waged. Kamehameha saw the force 
of .this at once and hastened to make a 
change.

FAIR AND FIRM. 


\n Anecdote of Kamehameha I, 


the Warrior King. ' 


(Thrum's Annual). 


The following story, illustrative of 


manners and customs of the 
olden 


times, narrated to us a short time since, 
is interesting, as showing remarkable 
traits in the character of Kamehameha 
I, the warrior King, and which, we be- 
lieve, has never before been in print. 


In the early days of foreign inter- 


course with these Islands, it was.the 
custom that all trading with the vessels 
should be done first with the King, then 
the Chiefs, according to their rank and 
station, and after them the Commoners. 


At the time of Captain Barber's vlfcit 


to Honolulu, in the brig Arthur this 
custom prevailed, and In accordance 
therewith, a short time after his ar- 
rival, he was visited by Kamehameha, 
where a number of foreigners were 
testing and lauding the good qualities 
of the Captain's rum, which he had for 
trade. On the King being seated, he 
early negotiated for and concluded a 
purchase, the same to be delivered him 
;he following day, but before leaving, 
desired to have a couple of bottles of 
the rum, which wa,s readily handed 
him, presuming it to be for the night's 
use in a carousal. Eearly the next day 
the King came aboard, accompanied by 
his retinue, with his various containers, 
and'seated himself in a chair on deck, 
to superintend the transfer of his pur- 
chase. 
After watching the operation 


closely for a short time, and perceiving 
a difference of color from what was 
shown him, he dispatched an attendant 
for one of the bottles obtained the day 
previous, on receipt of which he sus- 
pended the measuring operation, called 
for a glass, and received some of the 
rum 
from

This, however, was all to no purpose, 
for the King ordered all his containers 
to be emptied back, and his people to 
their- canoes, and thus left the vessel, 
telling the chiefs they might trade if 
hey desired, he had got all he wanted. 
But, 
strange to say, no trading was 


done with the brig Arthur by the Ha- 
waiians. 


On the loss of the brig Arthur, in 


October, 1796, on the southwest point 
of Oahu, which now bears his name, 


aptain Barber was seriously troubled 


at the thieving propensities of the na- 
tives, taking not only what drifted 
ashore, but appropriated to their own 
use whatever they fancied from the 
stores-stock of trade, or portions of the 
vessel itseif. 
In his trouble he came 


up to Honolulu to seek assistance from 
John Young, and together they con- 
cluded to set out for Kallua, Hawaii, 
whither Kamehameha had gone. Tak- 
ng a boat, they set sail from Hono- 
ulu. reaching Kailua at early morn, 
after a somewhat tedious passage, to 
5nd that the King was in the woods 
directing his canoe builders. Off they 
started 
to lay their complaint, 
and 


came up to the royal party about noon, 
ust as the King was dividing rum 
around among the workmen—as was 
said to be his custom—passing some to 
foung on learning their errand.

The mysterious Influence of patriotism 


has its fountain head In the flag of our 
country. It gleams upon us from the 
stars; It is fastened to our existence by 
the Immovable, unchangeable stripes. Its 
brilliant red teaches us to remember the 
heroes who brought It into existence to 
symbolize the birth of freedom. Its cer- 
ulean bjun is emblematic of truth, of hon- 
or, of prtnplple, and of that kind of glory 
which ) • everlasting. 
Its spotless white 


typifies Ihe purity of purpose which ac- 
tuated our forefathers who conceived it. 
"Its stt.rs are the coronet of freedom; its 
stripes, 
the scourges of oppression, 


Wherever it appears, it Is the symbol ot 
power and the shield of safety; 
who 


clings to it, not all the tyrants on the 
earth can tear from its protection. There 
is no influence more august, there can be 
no holier thrill than that which the flag 
of our country inspires in every patriot's 
breast." 


An American poet has aptly termed our 


banner the "Scarlet Veined." It seems 
like a 'channel through which the heart 
throbs of a mighty nation impel the life 
giving, liberty loving fltiid of its people. 
It generates the atmosphere of freedom 
that we breathe; it creates the higher lm-» 
pulses which we absorb; it speaks, to the 
highest and to the most lowly in the 
same even tone of power, of steadfast- 
ness, of unalterable and unqualified prom- 
ise. 


Tradition asserts that the prophets ot 


old were no more directly inspired than 
was our .own Washington in its selection. 
Picture those grand men, our national 
creators, as they were gathered together 
in that grim old Philadelphia chamber, 
to consult and agree upon the adoption 
of a national emblem, as they had been 
directed to do by the Continental Con- 
gress. There were as many designs as 
there were men at that solemn conclave, 
and yet to Washington, upon whom aU 
eyes rested, all hearts depended, every 
thought concentrated, there was not 
among them one which 
conveyed Ma 
heart's exalted hopes lor the future o: 
his country. 
lie alone submitted no design. He hac. 
imagined many, but was satisfied with 
none; and at last,, perplexed, he rose la 
liis place, so to state. Just then the sun- 
light streamed 
through 
the 
diamond 
paned window of ttte gable, high above 
their heads, and fell upon the table be- 
fore him. The prismatic gleams begat 
colors and resolved themselves into shape 
before his eyes. The framework . of the 
window separated the bars of light in 
their descent, so that when they met 
again upon the table they became stripe* 
of red and white. Washington raised his 
eyes, and through the window saw the 
blue dome of heaven beyond, where so 
many nights, upon the battlefield, he had 
watched the glimmering stars. Instantly 
he saw the flag of freedom. 
History has not recorded the words In 
which he gave the fruits of bis inspira- 
tion to that august assembly, but with 
one voice his suggestions were adopted, 
and on the Uth of June, 1777, Congress 
resolved "that the flag of the, United 
States be thirteen stripes of alternate 
red and white; that the Union be thirteen 
stars, while in a blue field, presenting a 
new constellation." Thirteen has proved 
to be America's lucky number. 
H is only fair to add that there Is an- 
other account of the source from which 
the pattern of the Stars and Stripes was 
drawn— an account that is less pictur- 
esque, but perhaps more historical. It is 
pointed out that Washington's coat ot 
arms consisted of stars and stripes, ana 
that either he or, more probably, some 
other member of the committee— tnere is 
no actual evidence ns to the individual 
originator of the design— adopted these 
hfraldlc emblems as no ICFS appropriate 
ftir

The flag's am important battle wa» 
that of Brandywlne, where li Buttered a 
dc-rJat that was speedily anu amply re- 
venjsed when it new in triumph at tne 
cujmtre of Burgoyne'9 army at Saratoga 
Today, when Mew York is. expressing 
her outburst of patriotic feeling by nymg 
a hundred thousand flags, we can afford 
to recall the curious fact that it was the 
last American city to greet theirtarB and 
Scripes, more than six yearaSarter its 
adoption as our national banner. Ktag 
George's colors dominated the metropolis 
from a few daya after the ttlsaBtroua oat- 
tie of Long Island till the eld.of the war. 
On the day agreed upon for theevacua- 
tion of the city-November 25, "8£-w.ften, 
the American troops reached the Battery 
at 3 o'clock In the afternoon, tney louna 
a British flag hoisted there/upon a tall 
pole, with the halyards cut away. The 
departing garrison, the last; ot whom had 
just embarked, evidently wished to sec 
their colors flying as long as they were 
in Bight of land; but.a young American 
soldier, Van Aredale by name, cllmbec 
the .pole, tore down the offending ensign, 
and set the Stars and Stripes aloft. In 
full view of the retreating squadron. 
It is recorded, however, that the 
had been flown Jn New York earlier in 
the day. At sunrise a local boarding 
house keeper, whose name history does 
not seem to have preserved, ran" up' the 
Stars and Stripes over his residence. His 
daring action was reported to: Cunning- 
ham, the British provost marshal, who 
ordered the. rebel ensign down, as the 
garrison claimed military possession up 
to the hour of noon. The order being dis- 
regarded, Cunninghanvpame in person to 
haul down the flag. Before he coulc 
touch it the mistress of the house rallied 
to its-defense with a broomstick, which 
she wielded with, such vigor and success 
that the provost marshal retreated in 
confusion, -with the loss, of most of the 
powder iri his wig. 
' 
May 1, 1795, brought the first change in 
the Stars and Stripes. Vermont and 
Kentucky had been admitted to State- 
hood, and Congress decreed taat the flag 
should thereafter contain fifteen-stars ana 
fifteen stripes. It soon became evident 
that the continual addition of new States 
would destroy the symmetry of the flag, 
and it was Captain S. * E. Reid, of the 
famous privateer General Armstrong, who 
suggested to Congress the plan upon 
which the flag is built today! April 14, 
1S18, saw the restoration in perpetuity ot 
the thirteen stripes, and provision made 
for the addition of a new star on eVery 
Fourth of July succeeding the admission 
of A State to the Union. Captain Reid's 
wife made the first flag with the original 
number of stripes, and with twenty stars, 
arranged in -the form of one great star. • 
"Old Glory" is among the oldest 01 
flags, although we'are one of the young- 
est of nations. The present flag of Spam 
was adopted in 1785; the tricolor of France 
in 1794; the Union Jack of Great Britain, 
in 1801; the banner of Portugal, In I83U; 
Qf Italy, in 1848, and of the German Em- 
pire, in 1871. It is claimed for the Stars 
and Stripes—and no flag except 
tne 
French or the British can possibly dis- 
pute the claim—that it has been in more 
battles, and has waved over. more vic- 
tories on land'and sea than any banner 
in the world, and there is not a Euro- 
pean standard for which so many men 
have fought and died. Something l.Ke 
a million lives have been laid down, that 
the Stars and Stripes might continue to 
wave over the land of tHe free. 
Until two years ago all the American 
flags used in the army and navy of the 
United States were manufactured at the 
Brooklyn navy yard,' but they are now 
also made at Mare Island, San Francisco. 
At these government factories the work 
has been reduced to an exact science. 
The bunting is carefully weighed, the 
colors tested with chemicals, the star& 
and stripes measured to the breadth of 
a hair, and every stitch counted witn 
minute exactness. The floor of the meas- 
uring room is a geometrical problem 
which might puzzle a professor of math- 
ematics—a sort of mosaic combination of 
polished brass, hard- wood, and arith- 
metic. The "hoist" of the standard flag 
must, to the fraction of a millimeter, be 
precisely ten-nineteenths of the length. 
Before the. beginning of tne present war 
with Spain, fourteen, women were kept 
busy stitching flags; now there are forty- 
four, and it is curious to see them work- 
ing as diligently upon the Sags of Spain 
as upon the Stars and Stripes. Every 
United 'States ship carries a full comple- 
ment of flags of all nations, and of signal 
flags, and an these are made by our own 
government. Just now Spanish nags are 
in especial demand; our ships are even 
searching the high seas for them! 
There is a new design in which the 
flag workers have made a special display 
of their skill—the President's flag. It has 
never yet appeared upon a battlefield, nor 
floated above a man-of-war, but the day 
may-come when an American chief mag- 
istrate, making the grand tour of our 
territory, may take it with hjm to Cuba, 
to Porto Ricoj. or to the Philippines. ""

S.N. CASTLE AH EARLY ADVOCATE 


In Days of Kamehameha HI and IV. 


At Horn* and Abroad-Onpe Was 


Sharply Rebuked. 


It Is a matter of history that Kaiae- 


hameha III negotiated and signed a 
treaty of annexation with the United 
States. If death had not Interfered, It 
is likely that Hawaii would have been 
American territory years before 
the 


Civil War. Destiny ordered otherwise. 
Perhaps It has been better for Ha- 
waii,: for during all these /years the 
country has been growing Into a fitter 
condition to unite with the great Re- 
public. In those days Hawaliana -did 
not. understand the foil meaning of 
constitutional rights. Today the na- 
tive Is far better fitted for democratic 
government than in'1864. Bait there 
were a few then who believed that to 
be taken under the protecting wing of 
the great United States would benefit 
Hawaii in many ways, and among 
thoseVaa S. N. Castle, who was trust-

and openly declared his opinion, and 
placed the matter before the King In 
every light, in order that" he 
_ might 


weigh the consequences and know what 
it meant to surrender his position as 
an 
independent 
sovereign. 
There, 


were many who opposed it, and amorfg 
them the young chiefs who were In 
the line of succession. But in 1S53 
Prince Liholiho admitte/i that the day 
must come when .Hawaii's beat Inter- 
ests would demand absorption by the 
United States, and it was only a Ques- 
tion of time when it would come. Nat- 
urally, on the death of Kamehameha 
III there was a change and Liholiho 
desired to be King and not a pension- 
er of America, The treaty was re- 
called and Hawaii continued Independ- 
ent. But that Mr. Castle still retained 
the confidence of the chiefs, was shown 
by frequent conferences with him, 
and on the accession of- Prince Lot, 
as Kamehameha V, he became a mem- 
ber of the Privy Council, a position oc- 
cupied by him till increasing age In- 
duced him to resign during Kalafcaaa's 
reign. 


All of this time, however,.he con- 


tinued an earnest annexationist, and 
frequently expressed his rtews, al- 
though recognizing that it might not 
be opportune at any time during the 
reign of Kamehameha V. That bis 
vlewg were always frankly expressed, 
without dissimulation, probably 
ac- 


counts for the continued confidence of 
the Kings and chiefs. 
When Kame- 


hameha V died in 1872. not 
having 


named a successor, and Mrs. Bishop 
refusing to take the throne, Mr. Castle 
again felt that the time bad arrived, 
when annexation to the United States 
should be the national policy, and so 
expressed himself. 


In 1873, while In New York City for 


a few weeks, at the request of Mr. 
Field, the editor of the New York 
Evangelist, he wrote an article on Ha- 
waii, and again prevented the iubject 
of annexation, showing that It was nec- 
essary, not only for commercial pros- 
perity and the well being of the Ha- 
walians, but that powetwicm of HAWXH 
waa moKt important to America,. When 
he paper w«a received in Honolulu It 
aroused much comment and ill feei- 
ng on the part of the Hawaiian party, 
which watt evolving. lh« idea of "Ha- 
waii for t.h« Hffw-all&nft." 
Some of the 


paper* spoke very bilterly of the Castle 
brolly, and in tfae Leftf&lative Mttlo-n 
of 1874, which followed stoortlr, it w«* 


opcnxid to banlah them all, but the 


proposition got shelved in some way.

Famous for the daring 
spirit and dauntless courage which 
marked his gallantry in the Arctic on 
more than one occasion, with "a re- 
markable record of zeal, bravery and 
endurance throughout his active ser- 
vice afloat from the outbreak of the 
Civil War until a few years ago. Com- 
modore Melville's' greatest; triumphs 
have enduring monuments in the peer- 
less cruisers, battle-ships and other 
naval vessels which are propelled by 
the marvelous engines of his owii de- 
sign. 
. 


For years he has been th.e foremost 


exponent the world over of high speed 
in fighting ships, and this solution of 
the problems of enormous power with 
the greatest economy have had the ap- 
proval of foreign navies is shown in 
the avidity with which the novel fea- 
tures of Aineric'an naval engineering 
have been closely Imitated. The splen- 
did triple-screw cruisers of his creation 
•have furnished the type of engine 
whieh European navies have selfced np- 
on to the exclusion of all others in 
battle-ships now under-construction, 
Its obvious advantages requiring ho ar- 
gument among the armed powers keen- 
ly competing for the supremacy of Eu- 
rope. .

COMMISSION PROGRAM. 


At 9:30 this morning the Hawaiian 


Commission will meet at the home of 
Justice Frear, in Punahou. President 
Dole and Justice Frear will there quali- 
fy as members by taking an oath. The 
oaths of office of Senators Cullom and 
Morgan and Representative Hitt are 
already on file at Washington. The 
residence of Justice Frear is visited 
because that gentleman is ill. So soon 
as all members are regularly listed 
the Commission will proceed to elect 
a secretary, a stenographer and a ser- 
geant-at-arms. 
Senator Cullom is 


chairman. The men for the clerical po- 
sitions and the sergeant-at-arms have 
been brought from Washington. 


Senator Cullom and Congressman 


Hitt are at the Hawaiian hotel. Sena- 
tor Morgan is the guest of S. M. Ballon 
at Overseas. 


So soon as the formalties at the resi- 


dence of Justice Frear are finished the 
four other members of .the Commission 
•will adjourn to the Hall of the House, 
the old Throne Room, in the Executive 
Building and there hold the opening 
business session. There are no plans 
for conference further than this. 


Next week the Commission will visit 


Hawaii. They -will be on the big Isl- 
and six or seven days. The Corn-mis- 
sion will later make trips to Maui and 
Kauai and may also see Molokai. 


THE CHAIRMAN. 


One has to but catch a glimpse Of 


Senator Cullom to understand why he 
has the reputation of being one of 
the most active members of the upper 
house of the Congress of the TJnttea 
States. He is a middle-aged man of 
almost youthful presence or manner, is 
decidedly pleasant Is frank and quick, 
rather -in expression and 'appears" fo 
be always on the alert, to be "up to 
his work." The Senator spoke freely 
upon almost all subjects introduced. 


Senator Cullom said that the ses- 


sions of the Commission would be 
private excepting when there were 
hearings. When individuals or dele- 
gations wish to present views or open 
up discussions, either in person, by 
spokesman or by attorney, the hall 
•will be open to all. The Senator gave 
the impression on inference that hear- 
ings would be granted to all having 
any reasonable claims. 


The work of the Commission will 


not be of a secret nature, but it is 
felt the business can be transacted 
more expeditiously and better in every 
way by having closed doors. Many 
views that will be tentative will be ex- 
pressed and there may be sudden 
changes at times. The body Is a small 
one, there will be no speechmaking. 
The members will simply sit about a 
table and proceed with their task In 
more of a conversational than any 
other manner.

It is likely, according to Senator Cul- 


lom, that there will be prepared by the 
Commission one organic act corres- 
ponding to the constitution of a state, 
describing the territory, the manner, 
method and limitations of legislation. 
This organic act will be supplemented 
by many congressional laws, bearing 
upon customs, land, taxation, the Judi- 
ciary, etc. It js by no means con- 
templated that there shall be any radi- 
cal chances in the system here. 


THE CONGRESSMAN. 


Mr. Hitt, member of the House of 


Representatives at Washlnugton, is a 
man who for years has made a special 
study of the relations of the United 
States with other countries and who 
has always been known to hold and 
use positive views on foreign policy. 
He has long been an ardent annex- 
atoinist and is greatly pleased that 
the American flag is now floating over 
the Islands. Mr. Hitt has been a hard 
•worker at Washington as Chairman of 
the House Committee on Foreign Af- 
faire and was regarded by President 
McKinley as having peculiar qualifica- 
tions for service on the Hawaiian Com- 
mission. The Congressman has been 
5n public life many years, IB & typical 
American of what might be called the 
legislative class.

Boats Made-One Named Hawaii. 


Young Men In Good Health, 


Tagish House, May 10th, 1898. 


Mr. Lindsay, Secretary Kohala Klon- 


dike Company. 
Dear Friend:—I intended writing you 


from Victoria before lea/ving, but owing 
to the hurry of our departure, it was 
forgotten. In Skaguay, too, we were in 
such haste to get away that I neglect- 
ed it again. Since leaving Skaguay of 
course the confusion of camp life on 
the trail is ample excuse for my Ne- 
glect. However, I will now try to make 
amends for not writing before by writ- 
ing a long letter now. 


We left Victoria on the 9th of March, 


on the Danube, which ia supposed to 
be one of the best steamers running 
out of Victoria on this route. There 
were about 200 passengers aboard and 
they were all crowded together like 
hogs. There were about four times as 
many cabin passengers as there was 
table accommodation for, so each meal 
there was a grand rush and scramble 
for places, equaling any foot ball game 
ever played. The food, too, was poor 
and yet the company charge 950 a tick- 
et We were a little over five days 
coming up and except for the accom- 
modations enjoyed the trip very much, 
as the weather was mild, sea smooth, 
and scenery very fine. 


We did not stay but .two days in 


Skaguay, leaving as soon as -we could 
pass our papers through the custom 
house. There was no snow in Skag- 
uay nor for about twelve miles on the 
trail above, so we decided that it would 
be best to hire our goods packed to the 
summit, as we had to pay a convoy $6 
per day to go with us, and packers 
could make the trip in one day. 


We left Skaguay on the 17th of 


March with our outfits packed on 
mules, and arrived at the summit at 2 
o'clock the same day. There was no 
wood at the summit nor for eight miles 
beyond, so we. returned about two 
miles on the back trail -and camped 
for the night. The next day we poshed 
on eight miles this side of the summit, 
where we made our first cache. 


Well I shall not attempt to describe 


in detail the incidents of our trip thus 
far, as it would fill a book, but merely 
state that it has not been entirely one 
of pleasure. We have worked like 
horses with only two days off, when we 
were kept in by a blizzard. 


We have dragged" loads that would 


stagger a horse, moving on one occa- 
sion 1,120 pounds a distance of twelve 
miles, after having walked that dis- 
tance with an empty sled. At another 
time we carried 1,600 pounds a distance 
of ten miles and walked back. We are 
now camped three miles above the 
river, which flows out of Tag.sh lake. 
We have completed our boats and ex- 
pect to pull up stakes in- the morning 
and start down the lake and river. 


We built our boats eight miles above 


this point and dragged them down over 
the ice to this point, where we caulked 
and pitched them. One of our boats is 
seventeen feet long and 
three feet 


beam, the other is twenty-five feet long 
with seven feet beam. 


We might as well have left.Skagnay 


in January, as the trail was better than 
when we came over it and the hardship 
would not have been any greater. At 
that time of the year one would fear 
nothing except the cold, while later the 
weather is more changeable, a blizzard 
one day and sunshine another, making 
it much more trying than steady cold. 
Then, too, there are snow slides at 
this time of the year. 
I suppose you 


have heard of the Dyea disaster before 
now. 
The last accounts we have re- 


ceived were that ninety-seven bodies 
had been taken out already and there 
is no knowing how many more there 
are under the snow yet. We are now 
out of reach of all disasters of such 
nature and have nothing to fear but 
the rapids. Our boat is strong and al- 
though she may not be so yachtlike an 
some, she is very seaworthy and we 
have every confidence in our ability to 
handle her. We wifl pour a cup of 
coffee over her bow and name her the 
Hawaii, and though her christening 
mar not be accompanied with HI the 
usual fetes, we hope she will bear us 
&a.fely down the river to the .fortune 
that await* us on the Klondike. 


So far we have spent a little more 


than half of our grub rtake, but ire 
have a good long year's supply and 
plenty to bur another -when that is 
gone. 


Well a? it is nearly bed time, al- 


though the sun has Jn*t gone down, 1 
will say pood night. Give my regards 
(o the boys. I will write again from 
Daw son. We expect to po straight 
through and will be there before you

Word From Madrid Awalted-Armls- 


tlce to Ensue—Hard and Fast 


Conditions Made. 


NEW YORK, August 10.—A special 


to the World from Washington says: 
The Department of State has been In- 
formally notified that M. Cambon, the 
French 
Embassador, |has 
received 


authority to sign the protocol on behalf 
of the Spanish Government. In diplo- 
matic 
circles 
the 
statement 
is 


made that the French Embassador 
received his authority tonight and will 
tomorrow formally attach his signa- 
ture to the instrument. 


This document was drawn up today, 


and when it is signed hostilities will 
cease. 


Secretary Day stated today that a 


protocol had been agreed upon em- 
bodying the proposed terms for the 
treaty of peace and that the protocol 
would be executed. 


In substance the protocol provides 


for the withdrawal of the Spanish 
forces from Cuba, cession of Porto Rico 
to the United, States, cession to the 
United States of an island in the Lad- 
rones and surrender to the Unitec 
States of the city, bay and harbor of 
Manila, to be held pending the nego- 
tiation of the treaty of peace These 
are the American terms without quail 
flcations. All suggestions contained in 
the Spanish note as to the Cuban deb 
and other matters are utterly ignored 
in the protocol. 


Every high official of the Govern- 


ment, from the President down, re- 
gards peace as assured. Cambon has 
provisionally agreed to the terms o 
the protocol in behalf of Spain, and 
has cabled to Madrid for authority to 
attach his signature to the documen 
as Spain's representative. It is regard 
ed as certain in Administration cir 
cles that this consent will be given 
immediately, and that the formal sign 
ing of the protocol will occur shortly

General Greene's force numbering 


4,000 men, had been advancing and in^ 
trenching. The arrival of the third ex- 
pedition filled the Spaniards with rage,, 
and they stood to give battle before 
Camp Dewey could be re-enforce*. The^ 
trenches extended from the beach, 300 
yards to the left flank of the insur- 
gents. 
Sunday was the insurgent feast day, 


and their left flank withdrew, leaving 
the American right flank exposed. 
Companies A and E of the Tenth Penn- 
sylvania and the Utah battery were or- 
dered to re-enforce the right flank. In 
the midst of a raging typhoon, with 
a tremendous downpour of rain, the 
enemy's force, estimated at 3,000 men, 
attempted to surprise the camp. Our 
pickets were driven in and the trenches 
assaulted. 
" 
The brave Pennsylvania men never 


flinched, but stood their ground under 
a withering fire. The Utah Battery, 
the First California Regiment with 
two companies of the Third Artillery, 
who fight with rifles, were sent up to 
re-enforce the Pennsylvania^ The 
enemy were on top of the trenches 
when these re-enforcements arrived, 
and never was the discipline of the 
regulars better demonstrated than by 
the work of the Third Artillery under 
Captain O'Hara Nothing could be seen 
but flashes of Mauser rifles. Men ran 
right up to the attacking Spaniards and 
mowed them down with regular vol-

EUROPE'S BIG MAN 


Career of Prince Bimarct tie Iron 


Chancellor. 


ACTIVE 
FROM 
HIS 
YOUTH 


Birth and Education-Was Always a 


Fighter— Principal Undertak- 


ings of His Career. 


Prince Bismarck came of an old and 


distinguished family, many of whose 
members attained prominence in mili- 
tary and political life. He was born 
on April 1,1816, at Schonbausen, in 
Brandenburg. His father's family be- 
longed to the lower nobility, and his 
mother was the daughter of Ludwig 
Menken, Privy Counselor of Frederick 
the Great and a very liberal minded 
man. 


At the early age or* six years Otto 


Edward Leopold Bismarck-Schonhau- 


for such was the full name of the 


luture unifier and ruler of the destinies 
of the German Empire—was placed in 
a boarding-school in Berlin, and at 
twelve he entered a gymnasium, where 
his character, thoughts and methods 
of life were molded to a great extent by 
Dr. Provost and Dr. Bonnel, who took 
more than ordinarj interest in the 
lad. He made wonderful advances in 
history, hia favorite study, and rapidly 
acquired a practical knowledge of Eng- 
lish and French, surprising in later 
years both Lord Beaconsfield and 
Napoleon III with the fluency with 
which he used those languages. 


While pursuing (his studies with 


great avidity he did not neglect his 
physical development He was an ar- 
dent devotee of all manly sports, in 
many of which he acquired a wonder- 
ful degree of proficiency. This was 
particularly true in regard to swords- 
manship. At the age of 17 he entered 
the law department of the University 
of Gottingen, where he had a supera- 
bundance of practice as a swordsman, 
fighting twenty-eight 
duels 
m the 


course of three semesters, or eighteen 
months. In all of these encounters he 
drew blood from his opponents, 
and 


waa himself only once wounded 
The 


mark of that wound he ever after car- 
ried. It was on hia left cheek. 


Entering the University of Berlin in 


1833, Bismarck soon after passed the 
requisite examination for professional 
life. However, he did not take up the 
practice of law, tout retired to his es- 
tates in Pomerania, and there remained 
quietly for several years, occupying 
himself in guarding the family prop- 
erty interests. 
It was not until 1847 that Bismarck 


began to atfract some public attention. 
He was elected to the Prussian House 
of Burgesses, taking his stand as an 
ultra-loyalist. In 1851 he was chosen a 
representative of the new German diet 
of Frankfort. This was the actual be- 
ginning of his renowned public career 
At once displaying the most remark- 
able mental activity and manifesting a 
wonderful grasp of affairs of state, he 
clearly stated his views and distinctly 
set forth the chief characteristics of 
his most important political doctrines 
He made a most marked impression, 
and the result was that he at once be- 
.gan exercising a strong 
influence 


among his colleagues. He mapped out 
a policy, which he ever afterward con- 
sistently and closely 
followed. He 


boldly opposed all revolutionary meas- 
ures and ever having in view the best 
interests of Prussia, he boldly demand- 
ed that that country should have the 
same right in the Diet as had Austria 


Recalled from the Diet in 1859, Bis- 


marck was sent as Minister to Russia, 
At the court of St Petersburg he soon 
become an adept in the art of diplo- 
macy 
His ability as a diplomat was 


recognized, and in order to give him a 
thorought insight into French politics 
he was transferred to Paris in the 
spring of 1862. In the fall of that year 
be was recalled and given the fortfolio 
of foreign affairs, and was made pres- 
ident of the Cabinet. 


The reorganization of the army was 


a measure that caused a great deal of 
turbulence in the Parliament, which 
time and again refused to pass the 
needed appropriations. Bismarck re-\ 
peatedly dissolved the Parliament, and 
finally to bring matters to a decided 
issue he notified that body that the 
Government would proceed to reorgan- 
ize the army without its sanction, 


Bismarck carried his point 
The 


army was reorganized, although during 
four sessions the Parliament declined 
to -sole Its sanction, and upon each oc- 
casion was dissolved 


Upon the death of the King of Den- 


mark, Bismarck seized the opportunity 
to aggrandize Pruss.a by claiming the 
Schleswig-Holsteln Duch'ts for the 
Duke of Augustinburg, the idea being 
to incorporate them with 
Germany 


The 
occupation of these duchies 


brought on the war between Prussia 
and Austria, and at the battle of Ko- 
niRgraiz, in 1S66, Austria was over- 
whelmingly defeated 
Prussia, under 


the skillful guidance of Bismarck,_now 
assumed the leadership of the North 
German confederation, 
from 
which 


\iiRtria was excluded 


The success of this strategic move- 


ment made Bismarck the moet popular 
man in Germanv. He had been univer- 
<ys))v disliked up to the culmination of 
?he war with Au«tm 
He was given 


f i l l crrrtit for all that reunited from 
that conflict 
Pnm!a'<! midden 
art- 


's augment to the front rank as a mll- 
jtarr nation was not only 
offensive 


V,nt alarming 1o the rwnrh who peiied 
npnn the first slight pretext for de-!&r- 
ing -war 


The war of 1870-71 intensified Git na- 


tional feeling among the Oennans. and 


Bismarck, taking advantage of the 
situation, carried out hia Ideas of uni- 
fication, the result being the new Ger- 
man empire. It waa Bismarck who 
dictated the terms of peace with 
France, recovering to Germany Al- 
sace-Lorraine and an 
Indemnity of 


one billion dollars. 


Bismarck, who had been made a 


Count in 1866, was now created Prince 
and Chancellor of the German Empire. 


The Chancellor's aim now was to se- 


cure for the Empire a long term of 
peace and prosperity. Here again he 
showed himself a master of diplomacy. 
He succeeded In isolating France and 
formed strong alliances between Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy In the triple 
alliance—a combination that even a 
union between France and Russia 
would not be able to overcome. He 
entered upon a long and bitter con- 
flict with the Vatican, whose power he 
•believed to be dangerous to the Gov- 
ernment, but he was finally obliged to 
somewhat modify his policy toward the 
Church of Rome. 


In Inaugurating the career of Ger- 


many as a colonizing power in 1884, 
Bismarck brought himself into br.ef 
conflict with Gladstone, who was then 
the English Premier. Bismarck never 
forgot to kee^ France isolated. That 
was the main object of his foreign pol- 
icy. 'He also kept Europe in a peace- 
ful state by combining the central pow- 
ers into a peace league. This was to 
counteract any aggressiveness on the 
part of Russia and France, either sing- 
ly or combined. 


Early in 1890 the "Iron Chancellor" 


retired from public life, owing to dif- 
ferences of opinion between Emperor 
William II and himself. In 1894, how- 
ever, they became reconciled, and upon 
the occasion of Bismarck's eightieth 
birthday, in 1895, the Emperor visited 
the famous statesman and 
cordially 


participated in the celebration of the 
event. 


The German soldiers and 
officers 


fairly worshipped Bismarck, who never 
severed his connection with the army. 
He took more pride in being a soldier 
than in all the honora and decorations 
that were showered upon him by the 
potentates of the world. 


Bismarck very seldom appeared in 


public without uniform and sword. He 
was rarely seen in citizen's dress. The 
students saw in him the German rep- 
resentative, and endeavored to imitate 
him.

Some who are more troubled with 


the shadow than the substance ot 
things, are under an unusual strain 
over the proper title which should be 
given to Mr. Dole at the present time. 
As the Islands are no longer a Repub- 
lic, but merely a territory, such per- 
Bons feel as If they were liable to ar- 
rest and imprisonment for crime if 
they failed to designate and use the 
appropriate title. The prevailing dis- 
tress in the community ought to be al- 
•leviated. there was, indeed, a gross 
and inexcusable lack of statesmanship 
manifested in the Joint Resolution, in 
the omission of a paragraph designat- 
ing Mr. Dole's title. Does it invalidate 
the entire document, and must the 
work of annexation be begun again? 


The Joint Resolution declares that 


onr municipal laws shall continue in 
fall force until changed by Congress. 
As these municipal laws designated 
-Mr. Dole as President, he must there- 
fore remain President. He cannot es- 
cape from it. Even if he desires to be 
called "Governor," or "Cap'n," or even 
"Boss," he Is barred by the law 
"President" he was, and President he 
must be,'until Congress rises in its 
grandeur and a "Be it enacted," etc., 
plunges him down to the 
frightful 


depths of an ordinary governorship, or 
as the^'Tirejl" men hope, into the 
black waters of oblivion. 


It is urged that the Republic does 


not exist and therefore he cannot be 
President of it. 


The word president designates one 


who conducts, manages, or executes. 
It is the title of an executive officer 
only. It does not signify any special 
function. 
An 
insurance 
company, 


a railway corporation, a base ball club, 
have presidents. The executive of a 
State is in every respect a president, 
but nsage calls him governor. 


Then until the Supreme Court of the 


United States settles the question of 
title, persons with consciences in the 
acute stage may safely speak of "Pres- 
ident" Dole.

community, it 


would simply draft the laws whkft are 
usual and acceptable to Anglo-Saxon 
communities, and quickly close their 
labors. 


Mr. C. W. Ashford, now in s,cif ex- 


ile, in a letter to a local contemporary, 
the 
official 
defender of the "lost 


cause," impressively urges the natives 
to stay in the last ditch if they can 
find it, and to multiply ditches if they 
can, 
and stay in them. He advises 


them not to enlist in the American 
army, because it may be used to subdue 
the insurgents of the Philippines. Sach 
a proceeding will be, he says, only a 
repetition of what the Americans have 
done in Hawaii. 


This trumpet note of appeal to the 


natives to make faces at Uncle Sam 
shows how justly Mr. 
Ashford 
ap- 


preciates the unlimited power of the 
natives to make it hot for Uncle Sam 
even -with his army and navy behind 
him. 
It is quite in the order of the 


advice of "Shack-Nasty-Jim," the In- 
dian warrior of the lava beds, that his 
tribe should simply wipe out the army. 


Before striking an attitude before 


the natives, whom he was quite willing 
to betray in 1887, he might suggest a 
patriotic squaring of accounts between 
the natives a%d Lilruokalani, and ef- 
fectually end her complaint that from 
the beginning to the end of the Over- 
throw she did not receive "one dollar" 
from them in aid and comfort 


In stirring the natives up to a hatred 


of Uncle Sam he reminds <aa of the old 
stage driver, who lost his job 
after 


railways were built, and spent his de- 
clining years in "sicking" his dog at 
the locomotive every time it passed 
his home.

The annual catalogue of Oahu Col- 


lege has been issued. 


What the course of study is, the high 


•landing of its instructors, the reputa- 
tion of its graduates is too well known 
fcere to require repetition. Several 
features in the course 
indicate 
its 


practical side. The course of training 
in Parliamentary usages and laws is 
egiecially valuable, in these days of 
debate and conventions. 


The Commission could, indeed, fol- 


low the theory that what ia gdod 
enough for the Anglo-Saxon is good 
enough for other races. That is, it 
could make an iron political bed, and 
force this entire community to lie in it. 


But the Commission will be guided 


by the later and better political 
thought of writers and statesmen on 
the true theory of organic law, which 
regards government as only the ex- 
pression of the ideas of the people 
who are to be governed. 


The Federal Constitution is no loiig- 


er regarded as a clever document In- 
vented by learned scholars, but the 
very best expression of the average 
thoughts, iabits and usages of the col- 
onists for a long time previous to the 
adoption of the 
Constitution. The 


new or novel provisions of that Con- 
stitution did not arise out of any 
theories, but out of existing and pain- 
ful experiences, such, for instance, as 
the inability of the old confederation 
to execute its own laws. 


"Constitutions and laws are the ex- 


pressions of the customs and general 
ideas of the people." 
\ , 


The Federal Constitution is, there- 


fore, not ideal, but a compromise in 


The special correspondents here of 


the Eastern papers, who, owing to the 
profound secrecy of somebody, did not 
know until the flag was raised that 
President McKlnley had 
confirmed 


everyone in office, and reported in 
their numerous letters before that 
event that President Dole had been 
pulled out of the arrangements, should 
understand that this community for 
many years submitted to the oppres- 
sion of Monarchlal secrecy, which did 
not entirely end with the Overthrow. 
A State secret, under the old regime 
was a valuable "find," and adorned the 
holders of it for the time with an im- 
portance equal to that ol wearing a 
feather cloak. This habit of secrecy 
was somewhat modified, during the 
existence of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, and later, of the Republic. But 
it became more difficult to maintain 
a valuable secret. While it was fast- 
ened up in the barrel of the Cabinet, 
and the energies of the Executive were 
concentrated 
in pounding down the 


bung, the secrete were generally spout- 
Ing at the spiggot. 


The secrecy maintained regarding 


President McKinley's appointments, 
until the last moment, and until the 
flag was raised, had a certain theatri- 
cal effect, but it was not in accordance 
with democratic ideas, and the corre- 
spondents were misled. 


The only explanation is that there 


were positive orders from Washing- 
ton to observe secrecy, or the ghost of 
the old Monarchy got loose and_ took 
possession.

drafting an organic act, or laws, with 
mixed races, of which about only two 
per cent have Anglo-Saxon habits and 
thoughts "in the blood." It deals fcith 
entirely new conditions. 


The great South American, Bolivar, 


said: "A Republic cannot exist where 
the snow does not fall." He spoke of 
a race of which not a man, it may be 
safely said, comprehended the prin- 
ciples of self government. 


Though the snow does not fall here, 


excepting on the mountain tops, the 
guarantee by the Constitution of a re- 
publican form of government to each 
State, and, by inference, to each terri- 
tory, must be enforced here. 


The work of the Commission, there- 


fore, is to create and preserve, in the 
laws it shall draft, the form of govern- 
ment designated by the Constitution. 


In doing this it may be called upon 


to more clearly define what the limi- 
tations are of a republican form of gov- 
ernment, and to what extent even the 
franchise may be qualified. 


The suggestion of a new 
form 
of. 


government, generally described as the 
Colonial form, may be considered. Ad- 
mirable as it would be in the case of 
Hawaii, it would be a departure from 
the old and well settled forms of ter- 
ritorial government, and excite the op- 
position of the democratic spirit which 
prevails in Congress.

NOTABLE GATHERING-SPEECHES 


Addresses By Mr. Sewall. President 


Dole and Others-Fast and Fu- 


ture of New Hawaii. 


T,h« FlKt Company of Sharpshooters 


held its mustering (out banquet last 
night and the affair -was in every way 
worthy the ancient and honorable or- 
ganization. Progress hall had been se- 
cured and had been prettily prepared 
for the dinner. The place was in a 
flood ol light, there was music by a 
Hawaiian quintette club. The canvas 
was on the floor and the ventilation 
was something in the line of comfort 
seldom vouched here on similar occa- 
sions. Chapman was the caterer and 
made his portion of the event genuine- 
ly swell. 
There were four tables. These were 


three In a row and one at the head. 
The presiding officer of the evening 
was Capt. F. S. Dodge, who has for 
two terms been at the head of the or- 
ganization. 
The 
more prominent 


guests, besides members of the com- 
mand and Infantry and engineer of- 
ficers from the garrison were: Presi- 
dent Dole, American Minister Sewall, 
American Consul Haywood, Attorney 
General Smith, Col. Fisher, Lieut-Col. 
McLeod, F. M. Hatch, L. A. Thurston, 
Maj. 
Langfltt, Capt. F. B. MeStocker. 


C. G. Ballentyne, A. V. Gear, F. L. 
Hoogs, Capt. Berger. 


Capt. Dodge was toastmaster. He 


said that the company had been organ- 
ized on the 18th of April, 1893, at a 
time when the Provisional Government 
needed the support of all loyal cit- 
izens. The command had responded at 
all times to the fullest limit of its ca- 
pacity in every direction. When the 
Republic of Hawaii was proclaimed on 
the Fourth of July, 1894, every member 
of the First Company of Sharpshooters 
transferred fealty to the new form of 
Government succeeding the Provision- 
al. At this time, since annexation bad 
been achieved and the assurance was 
plain that the affairs of the country 
were in a settled condition and in a 
state not likely to be disturbed by In- 
ternal influence, It was felt that the 
Company of Sharpshooters was no 
longer necessary. 
It had asked that 


it be allowed to disband, and permis- 
sion had been granted. This dinner 
now is in celebration of the termina- 
tion of service after having taken the 
oath to support the Constitution and 
Government of the United States. Capt. 
Dodge proposed the health of 
"Our 


President McKlnley." 
There were 


«heeJ3 for tils and .cheers again when 
American minister Sewall was called 
upon to respond. 


Mr. Sewall was happy and earnest 


in his remarks and was frequently in- 
terrupted with applause of approval. 
This was particularly the case when 
he paid tributes to President Dole and 
to L. A. Thurston. Mr. Sewall said he 
had never heard of an organization 
with such a shining .and substantial 
record as the Company of Sharpshoot- 
ers celebrating its dissolution 
with 


such hilarity. He recognized the sig- 
nificance and import and importance 
of the one controlling event which had 
caused the company to desire to dis- 
band and claimed the privilege to cel- 
ebrate with It—not for what he him- 
self might have been able to do In 
bringing about the desired sequel to 
the efforts of all, but aa one who joined 
in any felicitation of the outcome of 
the Annexation negotiations and cam- 
paigns. Mr. Sewall said that as a civ- 
Ulan he felt embarrassed in addressing 
an armed body, for the reason that the 
men in the ranks had shown the high- 
est spirit and faith and had met the 
supreme test. They had evinced wil- 
lingness to forfeit their lives In the 
cause in which they had enlisted. Mr. 
Sewall said he felt a positive pride 
in claiming the privilege to respond 
for the President of the United States, 
whose commission he bad borne here 
and whose instructions he had endeav- 
ored to execute in the best possible 
manner. President McKlnley was a 
man of pure courage and of patriotic 
foresight 
He had taken up annexa- 


tion as a policy ahead of his country 
and ahead of his party and had brought 
It to a triumphant Issue, for which he 
was now applauded by Americans 


mentB. While there has been in this 
historical chapter placed first upon the 
roll of honor the name of Wm. Mc- 
Klnley, President of the United States, 
his sagacious efforts 
would have 


availed naught but for the persistence 
and the determination of the people 
here and the men sent by the people 
here to represent them at the Capital 
of the United States. The result, the 
outcome might have been otherwise 
had it not been for the even dignity 
and the splendid and remarkable abil- 
ity of your President of the Hawaiian 
Republic. He has earned and main- 
tained the respect of all and there has 
not yet been measured the difficulties 
and obstacles he met and conquered. 
In his diplomacy be has had the sup- 
port of a united and loyal Cabinet 
There le a man—indicating Mr. Thnra- 
ton—who has as one shining virtue, 
that he knows how to fight. He has 
backed up quiet diplomacy with sledge 
hammer blows. Mr. Hatch was indi- 
cated as one whose services had been 
of great worth. Mr. Sewall closed with 
expression of the hope that all would 
live long to enjoy the rich heritage 
earned. 


President Dole said it was a happy 


fortune for any man to be instrumental 
in building a State. The building of 
a State is like having something to do 
with a thing that is alive. It is doing 
something that will live through all 
time. 
I admire the patriotism of a 


private more than that of a command- 
er, because the private has less induce- 
ment. 


The President sa.d he had felt he 


had received far too much credit lor 
the achievements of the past five years. 
Those who had worked 'n the ranks 
for patriotism and good government in 
that time had done more. The Sharp- 
shooters were organized in a crisis in 
our affairs. It was about the time the 
flag was hauled down. It was then an 
organization of men who considered 
they could serve the country best in 
that way. 


At this point the President drew at- 


tention to the arrival of the Commis- 
sion here and referred to its object and 
work. He hoped the intelligent men 
of the community who had made his- 
tory would render every support to the 
Commission. 


'The flafe that Mr. Blount lowered 


has been raised again," said Mr. Dole. 
"I always felt that it would go up." 


Maj. langfltt was called upon to re- 


spond to "The Army and Navy of the 
United States." For the army he said 
that the soldiers of tne United States 


would be benefltted set the forcta to 
work. 


Capt. F. B. MeStocker, head of tne 


Citizens' Guard, responded to a toast to 
his organization. He urged coopera- 
tion and work for statehood. 


Senator Waterhouse apoke feelingly 


of the history of ttie Sharpshooters' 
Company and enthusiastically of the 
future of the country under annexa- 
tion. 


Dr. Emerson, historian of the com- 


pany, -was called upon. He paid 
a 


high tribute to the American navy and 
said the successes at Manila and San- 
tiago were due to accurate shooting. 
Ait the conclusion of his remarks he 
proposed a toast to "The Sharpshoot- 
ers," to which ex-Capt Kldwell res- 
ponded. 


Senator McCandless said the Sharp- 


shooters had made an enviable record. 
For the Company he thanked President 
Dole for his kind remarks respecting 
the Sharpshooters. 


Representative A. V. Gear said all 


organizations In the Islands had helped 
to bring about the result just attained; 
and the men of those organizations 
would work out grandly the future of 
the country.

main at the Old Stand. 


in That Case Bank of Hawaii, Ltd., 


Will go Into New Judd Build- 


ing—This a Recent Plan. 


The prospects are that the intersec- 


tion of Fort and Merchant streets -will 
have a bank corner. This will be In 
the new Judd building, four stories, 
and the only structure of its class be- 
tween San Francisco and Sydney. The 
situation is that if Brewer & Co, re- 
main in Queen street, which is the 
plan of the concern now, the Bank of 
Hawaii, Ltd., will take the corner in 
the Judd building.

When the 
Judd building was projected it was giv- 
en out that the corner would be taken 
by the pioneer shipping firm and plan- 
tation agency. The land upon which 
the house of Brewer & Co. is located 
belongs to the Government and the 
fact that the lease is to be again made 
or sold is being advertised. It is not 
anticipated that there will be any pro- 
hibitive or even sharp bidding against 
Brewer & Co., as they have long occu- 
pied the ground and are willing to pay 
a fair rental for it. They will, if they 
secure the lease, improve considerably 
the place at once. 
* The Judd building corner will make 
a splendid location for the bank of Ha- 
waii. Work on the block, under the 
direction of Contractor Fred Harrison 
and Architect Traphagen, is now being 
pushed. The foundation 
was 
com- 


pleted some weeks ago. Much of the 
material for the superstructure is o/a 
the ground and the Roman Brick pi- 
lasters are already in the air.

NEW YORK, August 9 —The World's 
dvices from Manila, dated August 4th, 
jy steamship to Hongkong August 9th, 
say: The third Philippine expedition 
s here, twenty-two days out from Ho- 
nolulu. Never did an expedition en- 
ounter more dangers or endure more 
perils. On the voyage six men and one 
ofncer died and fifty more were taken 
sick. Typhoid and meningitis played 
lavoc on the transports. Two firemen 
went insane and leaped overboard. 
3ut a fire on one of the ships was the 
worst peril of all.

Ralph Bowers, Signal Corps, of Los 


Angeles, died July 20th. 


Ernest Bower, Wyoming Battalion, 


died on July 20th. 


Frederick Buckland, Thirteenth Min- 


nesota, of St. Paul. 


Lieutenant R. Kerr of the Engineers, 


West Virginia, died July 21st. 


Stephen Roddy, Twenty-third In- 


fantry, of Dallas. Tex., died July 14th. 


W. D. Kelley, fireman, of San Fran- 


cisco, died July 19th. 


John Stockville, fireman, San Fran- 


cisco, died July 14th. 


The fleet of transports and their con- 


voy, 
the monitor Monterey, were three 


days out from Hawaii when flre was 
detected aboard the transport Morgan 


ity. 
One of the crew reported to Cap- 


tain Dillon that there was a blaze In 
the coal bunkers. "Get out the hose," 
whispered the captain to the first mate. 
At midnight, wnen all the troops were 
asleep, Captain Dillon assembled the 
crew and told them the news. Every 
man was pledged to secrecy. The next 
morning the fire was as fierce as ever. 
The heroic crew fought 
the flames 


night and day and still the troops knew 
nothing of the fire. 


The Morgan City fell off in speed 


and the whole fleet was delayed. Cap- 
tain Dillon did not signal the flagship. 
He kept his men at work fighting the 
flames m the bunkers, while the troops 
went about on deck all unconscious' of 
their peril. The bunkers were still 
burning when the Morgan City arrived 
here. Then for the first time 
the 


troops learned of their danger. 
The 


flames were extinguished 
after 
the 


ship had been in port a few hours 


On board the Morgan City were 600 


men of the Idaho volunteers and a de- 
tachment of Nebraska volunteers. 


The next most interesting incident 


of the voyage was the sight of the ac- 
tive volcano Frallon de Pajaros 
The 


ships passed it on the night of July 
23d when it was in full operation 


The stores of the ships -were care- 


lessly packed at San Francisco 
and 


about 12.000 pounds of fresh beef were 
spoiled on the Indiana and 
several 


•thousands pounds more on the other 
transports

For Nearly 60 Years ;Promlnent 


in San Francisco History. 


Adelph Sutro, builder of the famous 


Sutro tunnel, Mayor of San Francisco 
for two years and owner of the Cliff 
House and Sutro Heights, died early 
Monday morning, August S, at tne resr 
idence of his daughter and guardian, 
Mrs. Dr. Emma Sutro-Merrltt, Van 
Ness avenue and Butter street. The 
body was removed to Sutro Heights a 
few hours after death. 
' While the end came unexpectedly at 
the last, it has been known for several 
months that it was never far away. 


Adolph Sutro was born April 29, 


1830, 
In Aix-la-Chapelle, Prussia, where 


hia father was a prosperous cloth man- 
ufacturer. He received a liberal edu- 
cation. On the death of the elder Sutro 
in 1847 the family emigrated to the 
United States: On the voyage over 
Adolph learned of the gold fever in 
California. He set foot in San Fran- 
cisco November 21, 1850. After engag- 
ing in mercantile business he estab- 
lished in 1859 a small metallurgical 
works on Market street and began lay- 
ing the foundations of hia future for- 
tune. 
While in this work he developed the 


scheme of tunneling through the heart 
of the mountain where lay the famous 
Comstock. 
The 
successful 
tunnel 


'drained the mines and Sutro sold out 
his Interests for many millions of dol- 
lars. 
For a quarter of a century he invest- 


ed his money in' securing the land to 
the westward of San Francisco, Includ- 
ing what is now Sutro Heights. The 
baths at the Cliff House alone cost 
$1,000,000. In 1894 he was elected 
mayor of San Francisco. He retired 
from office and public affairs in 1897. 
With all his eccentricities he was pub- 
lic-spirited. 
Among other things, he 


was instrumental in the campaign to 
have Kentucky revoke the franchise of 
the Southern Pacific. His library is 
classified as the fourth great library of 
the United States. It contains 216,000 
volumes and coat Tnore than a quarter 
of a million dollars. His career was 
a most remarkable one.

KEY WEST, July 29.—-Hunger

claiming many victims, rich and poor, 
in Havana. Since the extended block- 
ade has closed the ports of Sagua la 
Grande, Nipe and Bataboa, no provi- 
sions have entered the Cuban capital 
and Gen. Blanco's scanty store in the 
warehouses has been exhausted. Bread 
riots have already begun. Two broth- 
ers, bakers, were killed by a mob for 
defending two dozen loaves. Charity

selves are in need of assistance.

HARRY MURRAY AND G.E. SMITH 


Stowaways Were Not Enlisted. 


Some Put to Work-Some In the 


Brig—Story From a Gunner. 


The Honolulu boys wlio were so anx- 


they were not expecting us. True, we 
had no loss, but the best man in a 
fight seldom, shows marks of an en- 
counter. If we had gone in there at 
midday we would have met with much 
more resistance. The bay had an odd 
look with masts and parta of vessels 
sticking out of the water. I

they were going to try and raise things 
and besides get the cable working once 
more. I don't think they are in a 
hurry with the cable.

"No, I didn't experience any remark- 


able sensations. I have been working

The shells shrieked pretty 
close sometimes, but the boys below 
could hear their song just the same aa 
I could and had no more protection.

Letters 
have been received from Harry Mur- 
ray and C. E. Smith. Harry Murray 
is the son of Capt. T. B. Murray and 
Smith is best known here as the man 
who painted the Central Union church 
steeple. Smith is a Britisher, but an 
Al American. Harry Murray waa a 
member of H Company, N. G. H. here 
and wanted to flght for Old Glory from 
the first. In Smith's letter, which is 
to a member of the Advertiser staff, 
mention Is made of young Kinslea, son 
of the pressman in the Hawaiian Ga- 
zette Company employ. 


Harry Murray 
says they 
were 


twenty-three days from Honolulu to 
Manila Bay. After explaining to his 
mother how he happened to leave 
without saying good-bye, the young 
man continues: 


"As I came down stairs at home the 


morning I left I heard you call out: 
'Ah Nin, let Harry sleep as long as he 
wants to.' That's the last time I 
heard you speak and that's what you 
get for taking me for a Pake. You 
needn't worry about me, for there are 
lots of other boys good as I am and I 
guess I can stand it as well as the rest 
of the fellows. 


"The first think I did on the morn- 


ing of the day we sailed was to go out 
to the China. The surgeon sized me 
up, said I was too young and wouldn't 
pass me. When I came ashore I went 
aboard the Senator. I hid away in the 
forecastle. 
When they found me they 


took me to the commanding officer and 
he was quite stern and asked what 
right I had on board. I told him I had 
stowed away with the intention of en- 
listing. He said that he could only 
turn me over to the captain of the ship 
and did so at once. The captain put 
me at work down in the engine room 
right away. I have liked the job first 
rate. They call me 'stores,' which is 
short for store-keeper and holding this 
position I am able to eat with some of 
the officers. I haven't joined any com- 
pany yet, but will do so in a day or 
two if I can. I 'may have trouble in 
joining, for some of the fellows who 
stowed away with the California boys 
have been in the guard house ever 
since they were found and they are 
there yet. One of the company cap- 
tains said he would take me ashore 
with him and try and fix it all right. 


"There is very little danger of there 


being any fighting here, as the Span- 
ish in Manila wanted to surrender to 
Dewey a few days ago. If I get Into 
the company that I want to join we 
will be well in front, whatever happens 
and if it comes to fighting I will do the 
best I can. 


"Tell Charlie to give my aloha to all 


the boys. I would write some more 
letters, only I haven't any more writ- 
ing paper. I have gained about eight 
pounds on the way down here and I've 
got a crop of whiskers and some mous- 
tache, but they made me cut my hair 
short off. There does not seem to be 
much excitement here either in the bay 
or on shore. The landing is Old Ca- 
vite. On shore I suppose I'll have to 
get down and rough it instead of hav- 
ing a tourist time, as I've had coming 
over. I've only had one row, and that 
was with my bunk-mate. He had the 
'pull* and I've had to sleep outside 
ever since our difference. Tell my 
friend 
that it doesn't pay to 


be patriotic unless you go about it the 
right away, and if I don't get placed 
right I'll be home soon." This last sen- 
tence relates to a bit of advice the 
young man was given a few hours be- 
fore his departure. 


Smith says In his letter that when 


he was found he was marched straight 
off to the captain of the Colon. When 
his capabilities -were learned he was 
placed as a 'hand on the ice making 
plant and Is.there yet 
Smith had 


hopes, when writing, of being able to 
join either the American forces or the 
Insurgent camp, he didn't care much 
which. He added that there was talk 
of sending all th« stowaways back to 
the ports from which they came. Some- 
how there was objection to enlisting a 
man who came aboard ship without 
leave.
